We arc nnt especially onamorod of hack- 
neyed quotations, but if ever the jaded ap- 
plication of parturiunt monies was excusable, 
it is in roferenco to tbo Colonial Secretary's 
statement published in another column ol 
this morning's Colonist. The official moun- 
tain has indeed labored, and the ridiculous 
mouse has made its appearance. From the 
oracular utterances of Mr. W. A, O. Young 
at tho recent agricultural dinner, some 
innocent people were lod into the be- 
lief that the Colonial Secretary mutt 
be right. Arrogance and assumption art 
telling qualities always with weak minds ; Lut 
when these qualities are supplemented by 
olliciul position they become absolutely ovei» 
whelming. If Mr. Young hud stated that 
tho total taxation of tho Island was exactly 
.€19 19s. U%d., tho individuals who ap- 
plaudetl hie arithmetical calculations in re- 
ference to 815 a head would have been 
equally well satisfied with his correolnosa. 
In fact, ho might have carried his wonderful 
powers to that great test of gullibility, and 
persuaded bis enthusiastic luclteya that the 
moon was really made of green checso. For- 
tunately Mr. Young is now, through Hie 
press, speaking to the people ot Vancouver 
Islacd, who bear a very dilTercut relation lo 
himsnlf and the Government. 

Tho financial statement presented to 113 by 
this oiiioial, and endorsed by that indisputable 
authority the auditor, informs tho world that 
the population of Vancouver Island in 18C4 
was 8,000, and the amount of taxes contri 
buted by tho people 5120,000 ; giving a sum 
per head of 815. We only wonder the 
Colonial Sccrotary did not go back to 1859 or 
'GO, when ho would havo found a much more 
favorable scale of expenditure, and one that 
would havo saved him tho rather undignified 
procrustean labor of cutting down lacts to 
fit his Btatemeni. We shall not, however, 
quarrel with Mr. Young for placing things 
so conclusively agnins; his own assertions. 
In our statement of the taxation of Vancou- 
ver Island and British Columbia wo confi- 
ned ourselves to the present— not to the past. 
It is the heavy taxation of 1 805 of which m 
with overy one elsu oomplain, and Mr. 
Young knows, therefore, as well as any one 
can tell him that his financial statement is a 
mere sham. But waiving for tho lime Ida 
shallow artifice wo shall proceed to a little 
analyzation. In lSfil the Colonial Ssorctpry 
tells us tho taxation was $120,000- 
namely, real estate tax, 847,409 J port 'tntl 
harbor duos, .*1 6,425 ; liquor licenses, $28,- 
«08 ; trade licenses, S'23,770 ; Victoria Uity 
half per oent. tax, 84,485 ; and he also 
tells us there wero 1,000 white persons in the 
colony. Now let us seo what advances wo 
havo made in economy ainoe last year. Cur 
population at prosont numbers, as near as we 
can estimate it, is 5,000 persons, and they are 
required to contribute tha following taxes :— 
Real Estate, 8110,000; port and Larbol 
dnos, $17,000; liquor licenses, 820,800; 
trading licenses, 234,000 ; Victoria City hall 
percent, tax, salary tax, catHo and vegetable 
tax ; increased tax on permits and increased 
tax on trades license, with opium licence 
nud additional tax on bankers, &.C., amount- 
ing in tho aggregato to 8100,000— making 
in all §281,800. This, however, is confining 
taxation lo the rather laughable limit which 
Mr. Young prescribes. Our Colonial Seore« 
tory evidently fancies that so soon us taxa- 
tion becomes indirect it ceases to be called 
taxation, and the money, like tho manna 111 
the Wilderness, lulls from Heaven. Winn 
wo add to tho sum alroady mentioned, fine?, 
forfeitures, and foes of Court, $9,000 ; fees ol 
oilioo, 84,000; postage, $(3,700 1 miscella- 
neous roceipts, £1,000; wo find that the 
total amount roaches within 87,500 of the 
§310,000 voted ; or, in other words, with ml 
going into any of the contingent expenses 
which arc bound to increase the figure by 
several thousand mote dollars, we huvo a rule 
per head exceeding §00. 

Now lot us return to tho oracular arithme- 
tician of tho Colonial Oflioo, and the mucli 
abused Executive. Mr. Young informs us 
that in 1801 tho sum of 8120,000 was all the 
money that was roquired to be contribute! 
by 8,000 persons, but we shall give bim as a 
set-oil' to lines, fees, &0.. which we reckon 
in 1805, the amounts put opposite these 
itoms in his own statement, raising his $120,- 
000 to $117,000. Id 1865 wo aro informed that 
with a population of 5,000 wo arc to contri- 
bute 8390,000, less 830,000 for land sales 
ronts, reinbursomonts, fco. — or in 'itlur 
words, while our population has diminished 
throe-eights, wc are askod to burden ourselves 
with an inoruasod expenditure ol almost 
threo hundred per oont. Tho kind proposi- 
tion of the Executive was not accepted ; hut 
wo arc still bound to contribute nearly two 
hundred and jijlij ptr cent, mom than ISM, 
if wo accept Mr. Young's statomont in re- 
ference lo that puriud, Such iB tho rather 
awkward dilemma in which tho Colonial So 
tary bus placed himself; like many other 
dilemmas, it is simply n pit of tho gcntlo- 
innn'a own digging. Had ho not boon led 
away In his cndcavnrH to got a ohonp year lo 
givo substance to his rash assertions at the 
dinner, ho would not havo given those who 
complain of tiio onerous charactor of this 
year's taxation, so unimpeachable n ground 
of dlasBtisfaotion. Hut, like tho unskilful 
manner, In trying lo avoid Huylla ho has 
boon swallowed up by Obsrybdis, 

There arc muny other fullnoios as well as 
absurdities in tho dooumont of the Colonial 
Secretary, but wo think it is soaraely nuous- 
soiy to tako up further timo in oxpoaing them, 
ll may howevnr bo as well to state 0110 01 
lwn polutl in our own nana. In (riving tha

The Andersonville Prison. — The following 
is an extract from a letter received from Capt. 
J. M. Moore, A. Q. M., in charge of the party 
sent to Andersonville, Georgia, to lay out the 
soldiers' cemetery there. The letter is dated 
July 26th :— 

"We are camped within one hundred yards 
of the prison pen of Andersonville, and it is, 
in the fullest sense of the term, nothing more 
than a pen, a human pen, wherein thousands 
of our soldiers were huddled together in an 
inelosure less than 100 yards long and luu 
yards wide, where they were exposed to the 
rays of mi almost tropical sun and the shiv- 
ering winds of winter. More than 15,000 men 
worn out by exposure and suffering nro buried 
there. The prison pen should never be per- 
mitted to be destroyed, bul should stand until 
its stockades fall to the ground by dec ay, that 
unbelievers in the North may look on this 
ground and convince themselves of the inhu- 
man cruelty perpetrated by the rebels upon 
out- prisoners. There are about 1 1,000 head- 
boards yet to letter. " — Oreyonian.
